100 YEARS OF LIBRARY SERVICE 


THE FouNDING 


TWO YEARS ago the Illinois State Li- 
brary observed its 100th anniversary, hav- 
ing been created by an Act of the General 
Assembly on Washington’s birthday in 
1839. The year 1839 is a memorable one 
in Illinois history. The state was at that 
time experiencing a serious financial crisis 
resulting from the orgy of spending on 
public improvements. That year, through 
the influence of Abraham Lincoln and 
other members of the Legislature known as 
the “Long Nine,” the State offices were 
moved from Vandalia to Springfield. It 
was in the same year that the group of 
Mormons migrated to Illinois, founding the 
town of Nauvoo on the Mississippi River. 
The first state library came into being 
as the result of recommendations made by 
three judges of the State Supreme Court 
who were requested by the Senate to in- 
quire whether in their opinion “public in- 
terest would be promoted by the establish- 
ment of a public library at the seat of 
Government.” The first library was estab- 
lished expressly “for the use of the Legis- 
lature and Supreme Court of this State.” 
The Judges and the Governor were au- 
thorized to select the books and five thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated. Only $190 
of this fund had been expended, however, 
when a bill appeared in the General As- 
sembly to repeal the State Library law. 
Having become badly tangled in parlia- 
mentary procedure in the general “economy 
rush,” it somehow had annexed to its title 
“and also, to repeal a bill allowing a 
premium on wolf scalps.” The Act to

repeal the State Library was finally tabled 
with Abraham Lincoln voting against the 
repeal bill. Although Lincoln was present 
the day of the passage of the first library 
bill, the records do not show that he cast 
a vote on the measure. 

There were a number of efforts to estab- 
lish a state library prior to 1839. As early 
as 1820 a bill to provide a state library was 
presented to the General Assembly at Van- 
dalia, but was tabled. In this same session 
of the legislature an Act was passed in- 
corporating the Belleville Debating and 
Library Society, which became the first 
public library in Illinois. In 1824 Gov- 
ernor Coles in his message to the General 
Assembly had recommended a State Li- 
brary but the committee reported adversely 
because of the “embarrassed state of the 
treasury.” In the 
following year the 
Secretary of State, 
who had for a 
number of years 
collected legal 
books, was permit- 
ted to loan books 
from his office to 
members of the 
Supreme Court. 

In 1842 the first 
major change was 
made in the newly 
created State Li- 
brary; the collec- 
tion was divided into two separate libraries. 
The Supreme Court Law Library, under 
the control of the Supreme Court, re- 
ceived the law books and court reports; 
the State Library, under the control of the 
Secretary of State as State Librarian 
(then Lyman Trumbull) retained the mis- 
cellaneous collection of books which con- 
tained general reference works and a few 
classics as well as legal tomes. The State 
Library in 1842 was housed in the first 
Springfield State House, now the Sanga-

mon County Court House. After the com- 
pletion of the present capitol, the Library 
occupied the west wing of the third floor 
of that building. 


Since the earliest days of its existence, 
the State Library has served as a deposi- 
tory for State publications. By a joint 
resolution of the General Assembly in 
1832, the Secretary of State was instructed 
to try to obtain at least one complete set 
of the laws of each state and territory and 
to request exchange of copies when he sent 
out Illinois Laws. Beginning in 1855 other 
state publications were provided for ex- 
change purposes. Today 36 states are on 
the documents exchange list of the State 
Library. For many years the State Library 
has also been a depository library to re- 
ceive publications of the Federal govern- 
ment. 


In 1867 the State Library was placed 
under a Managing Board of Commission- 
ers, composed of the Governor, the Secre- 
tary of State and the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and empowered to ap- 
point a librarian. In 1874 the State Library 
law, in the Revised Statutes, specified the 


Governor as president of the Board of Com- 
missioners and the Secretary of State as 
State Librarian. 

The State Library did not grow in size 
rapidly during these early years. The col- 
lection was small, consisting chiefly of legal 
material useful to legislators with occa- 
sional reference books and volumes of the 
classics. 

It was not until 1874 that mention is 
made of a person in charge of the library. 
Secretary George H. Harlow stated in his 
report of 1874 that “The Secretary of 
State is . . state librarian; but the de- 
tails of the position and care of the books 
and the keeping of the records of such as 
may be desired by the State officers and 
members of the General Assembly, have 
been and are still performed by Mrs. E. M. 
Boilvin.” It is believed that Mrs. Boilvin 
was the first woman appointed to work in 
the State House. 


EarLy CATALOGS 


A 52-page printed catalog of the state 
library collection was issued in 1871; a 
second catalog (111 pages) appeared in

1877. Inasmuch as Secretary Harlow re- 
ported in 1878 that “not a single dollar 
had been spent for books during the past 
ten years,” the increase in the size of the 
library must have been largely the result of 
gifts and exchanges. 

In 1880 Mr. J. P. Bryce, who had been 
foreman of the painting and decorating of 
the new State capitol, and a man of recog- 
nized literary as well as artistic talents, 
was secured by Secretary Harlow to cata- 
log the State Library and the Supreme 
Court Library. The result was a 500-page 
volume. Mr. Bryce’s success as a cata- 
loger led to his being employed to catalog 
three city libraries; in 1887 he was ap- 
pointed librarian of the city library in 
Springfield. 

In 1877 the State Historical Library and 
Natural History Museum was created 
under the direction of three trustees—the 
Governor, the Secretary of State and the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. The 
trustees were to appoint a curator who 
should act as State Geologist, to collect 
and label’ geological, zoological and 
botanical specimens, and also to act as li- 
brarian. He was to select from the State 
Library all books and documents relating 
to the history of Illinois as a nucleus for a 
State Historical Library. It is probable 
that the interest of the curator was chiefly 
in the natural history museum. In 1889 
the Illinois State Historical Library was 
created. This was governed by three trus- 
tees appointed by the Governor. The 
trustees were to appoint a librarian. The 
collection of historical material of Illinois 
has continued to be the function of the 
State Historical Library. 
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In 1907 the Illinois State Historical Li- 
brary was permitted by law to receive 
original records from Illinois counties. In 
1925 the Archives department of the IIli- 
nois State Library was permitted to receive, 
for permanent preservation, records from 
any state office, and in 1939 was granted 
permission to receive county records. 


EARLY LIBRARIANS 


Edith Wallbridge (later Mrs. Henry 
Carr) became the first assistant state libra- 
rian in 1881. Prior to this time the acting 
librarian was known as “library clerk.” 
Miss Wallbridge served until 1886 when 
she married Henry Carr, who from 1890 to 
the time of his death was librarian of the 
Scranton (Pa.) Public Library. Mrs. Carr 
died December 9, 1940 at the age of 86. 
She was at the time of her death the oldest 
member of the American Library Associa- 
tion and in later years affectionately 
known as the “great grandmother of 
A. L. A.” 

In 1892 three persons are listed as as- 
sistant librarians—Miss E. H. Selby, Miss 
Grace H. Pearson and Miss Priscilla Jones. 
In 1894 Grace H. Pearson and Savilla T. 
Hinrichsen (sister of the Secretary of 
State) were listed as assistant librarians. 
Miss Hinrichsen was First Vice President 
of I. L. A. in 1896, the first person to hold 
that office. In 1898 Miss Hinrichsen was 
listed as assistant librarian, assisted by Miss 
H. E. Rose, Maude Thayer and Jessie 
Rose. The Misses Rose were sisters of the

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During this period the extensive document 
and periodical collections were developed. 

Miss Thayer, during these years was a 
prominent figure in Springfield social 
affairs. She is now living in California 
and two years ago made a trip to Illinois, 
visiting the State Library, and attending 
the annual conference of the National As- 
sociation of State Libraries in Boston. 

Mrs. Estelle S. Baird, who came to the 
Illinois State Library as cataloger in 1911, 
holds the distinction of the earliest em- 
ployee on the staff still in service. She is 
now in charge of the periodical collection. 

The Illinois Library Association, which 
has played an important part in library de- 
velopment in the State and has worked in 
close cooperation with the Illinois State 
Library, was formed in 1896.’ Its incorpo- 
rators were Anderson H. Hopkins, Kath- 
arine L. Sharp and Anna E. Felt. In 
1893 a library 
school was estab- 
lished as a de- 
partment of Ar- 
mour Institute, 
Chicago, with 
Katharine L. Sharp 
as director. In 
1897 the library 
school was trans- 
ferred to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois.” 
For a number of 
years before the 
creation of the Li- 
brary Extension Commission, Miss Sharp 
served as an unofficial information center 
for library activities in the State. Miss 
Frances Simpson, who succeeded Miss 
Sharp as director of the Library School, 
found many records showing the assistance 
given by Miss Sharp in the establishment 
of new public libraries. In 1909 Miss 
Sharp published a history of libraries in 
Illinois.* 

The State Library, whose original pur- 
pose was to serve state officials, gradually

University of Illinois, Urbana, 1906-8. 
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increased its function as a general reference 
library for citizens throughout the state. 
The 1896-98 report read: “The value of 
the State Library as a reference library is 
shown by the steady increasing patronage. 
Much information is granted by means of 
correspondence with people throughout the 
State and it is hoped by the librarian that 
the State Library may be appointed as a 
bureau of information on subjects relating 
to it.” Likewise the field of legislative 
work was increasing with each session. 

A new dictionary catalog of the State 
Library collection, completed early in 
1904, was printed and distributed to all the 
public libraries of the State, to State 
libraries and to many university libraries 
throughout the United States. 


THE EXTENSION COMMISSION 


In 1909 the Illinois Library Extension 
Commission, composed of the Secretary of 
State and two members appointed by the 
Board of Commissioners of the State Li- 
brary, was established. The purpose of the 
Commission was to interest cities and com- 
munities in establishing new libraries, to 
give advice and aid in developing libraries 
already in existence, and to conduct a sys- 
tem of traveling libraries. Members of the 
first Library Extension Commission were 
James A. Rose, Secretary of State as chair- 
man; Mrs. Eugenie M. Bacon, Decatur and 
Joseph H. Freeman, Aurora. Eugenia 
Allin, now librarian of James Millikin Uni- 
versity, was appointed organizer. The 


headquarters of the Extension Commission 
was in the basement of the Decatur Pub- 
lic Library until 1914 when it was moved

first four years of the Commission seven- 
teen new free libraries were established, 
three more had voted on a library tax, and 


three subscription libraries had been 
opened.* 
The Illinois Federation of Women’s 


Clubs, of which Mrs. Bacon was legislative 
chairman, was largely responsible for the 
passage of the Library Extension Commis- 
sion bill. The Federation turned over to 
the new Commission its entire collection of 
traveling libraries (about 225 trunks) to 
be used in promoting permanent libraries. 
These books proved most valuable since 
the Commission appropriations for the first 
four years were too small to admit of the 
purchase of books. 

One of the early activities of the Com- 
mission was to serve as state agent for the 
American Library Association in collecting 
and distributing books for the soldiers in 
the first World War. In 1919 the County 
Library Law was passed, enabling further 
extension of library service. Because of 
certain legal technicalities, only two coun- 
ties have taken advantage of this—Warren 
and Putnam. The former had been estab- 
lished in 1870; the latter was the result of 
a demonstration sponsored by the Library 
Extension Division in 1933. Plans are be- 
ing drafted by the Illinois Library Associa- 
tion legislative committee this year to

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secure a revision of the county law which 
will enable further cooperative efforts. 
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In order to provide a medium for Illinois 
library news and other matters of interest 
and assistance to the library profession in 
the State, the Extension Commission estab- 
lished the publication ILLINOIS LIBRARIES 
in 1919. This was a quarterly until 1936 
when it became a monthly. It is dis- 
tributed without charge to librarians, trus- 
tees of libraries and others interested in 
library service. At present the January 
issue is devoted to the Proceedings of the 
Illinois Library Association, the September 
issue to the Statistics of the Libraries of 
Illinois and one issue every other year to 
the Biennial Report of the State Library. 
No numbers are issued during July and 
August. 

From time to time the State Library 
issues a compilation of Library Laws of 
Illinois. The latest was issued in 1941. 
A mimeographed list of additions to 
the State Library book collection is pre- 
pared monthly and sent to all public libra- 
ries in the state and to others who request 
it. 

Regional library institutes for in-service 
training of Illinois librarians, were in- 
itiated by the Illinois Library Association 
in 1904, and since 1916 were carried on by 
the Library Extension Commission and later 
the Illinois State Library. The first IIli- 
nois library Institute was held in Jackson- 
ville in 1904, under the direction of Stella 
Seyboldt, the librarian there. 

In 1913 the Legislative Reference 
Bureau of the State was established with a 
controlling board of five members — the 
Governor and the chairman of the House 
and Senate Appropriations and Judiciary 
Committees. Until that time much of the 
legislative reference work was done by the 
Illinois State Library. 

The work of recataloging and reclassi- 
fying the State Library book collection ac- 
cording to the Dewey Decimal System 
classification was begun February 1, 1913. 
The three dictionary catalogs (general, 
State, and Federal documents) were con- 
solidated. Mrs. Eva May Fowler who be- 
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came assistant librarian in 1914, reported to 
the Secretary of State in 1918 that “Our 
reference work has more than doubled in 
the last two years. We have received 
inquiries and have sent lists and library 
material to nearly all localities in Illinois.” 
The reference col- 
lection was being 
rapidly expanded 
to give inter- 
library loan serv- 
ice. Mrs. Fowler 
resigned as assis- 
tant librarian in 
1921, became li- 
brarian of Peru, 
Indiana Public Li- 
brary for several 
years and now re- 
sides in Macy, 
Indiana. 

The first State 
Library was established for the expressed 
purpose of providing books for State offi- 
cials. This was later expanded to include 
all state workers. By now it had become 
an important reference library to supple- 
ment libraries in the State, and through the 
Library Extension Commission was provid- 
ing direct library service to persons in 
communities where no libraries existed.

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and an Archives Division. A State Library 
Commission consisting of the Governor, the 
Secretary of State, the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and two other persons to 
be appointed by the Governor constituted a 
board of State Library Commissioners “to 
make recommendations concerning the man- 
agement of the State Library.” 

Harriet M. Skogh was named superin- 
tendent of the General Library Division 
(formerly known as the State Library) 
which was responsible for the inter-library 
loan ‘and reference service. Miss Skogh 
had come to the State Library in 1914 as 
an assistant cataloger and is at present 
Chief of General Reference. During these 
years there was a continual expansion of 
the reference collection and a steady in- 
crease in the inter-library loan service.

In the 1933-34 Blue Book Miss Skogh 
reported that “the growth of the book col- 
lection during the past 18 years has more 
than equalled acquisitions of the entire 73 
years of the State Library’s existence prior 
to that time.” The early appropriations 
were spasmodic and did not permit much 
expansion. 

Margaret C. Norton came to the State 
Library in 1922 as superintendent of the 
newly created Archives Division. (The 
title was changed to “Archivist” in 1939.) 
The Archives department continued the 
work of the Secretary of State as official 
keeper of the records of the General As- 
sembly, the Governor’s office and his own 
office. This was later revised to permit 
the Archives to receive records of other 
State officials and from counties as well. 


| 
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Anna May Price continued as superin- 
tendent of the Library Extension Division 
under the unified State Library law until 
her resignation in 1936. Hallie Warner was 
acting superintendent until January, 1938, 
when Charlotte Ryan was appointed chief 
of the Extension Service (picture, p. 288). 

In June, 1923, with the erection of the 
Centennial Memorial Building the 
capitol grounds, the State Library was 
moved to the third floor of that building, 
with expanded public room and_ stack 
space. Plans had been made for 750,000 
book capacity, but it actually proved to be 
less than 300,000, since it was impossible 
to complete the stack room because of in- 
sufficient structural support in the building. 
In less than fifteen years the crowded con- 
ditions made it imperative to find more 
room. Since the space allotted to the 
Archives Department of the State Library 
was most inadequate and offered no pro- 
tection to the records in the custody of that 
department, plans were developed by the 
State, working with the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, to begin the erection of a 
State Library building. 


STATE LIBRARY BUILDING 


In October, 1938 the first unit of a 
building for the State Library was dedi- 
cated. (Picture on front cover.) This 
unit was especially designed to house the 
Archives Department and to afford the 
best physical protection of records. It be- 
came the third building in the United 
States devoted exclusively to the preserva- 
tion of records, the earlier buildings being 
the National Archives at Washington, D. C. 
and the Maryland Hall of Records at An- 
napolis. 

The completion of the Archives unit of 
the State Library building relieved to some 
extent the overcrowded conditions of the 
State Library but it is still necessary to 
keep part of the book collection packed 
away in boxes. 

In order to further coordinate the 
numerous activities of the State Library, 
Secretary of State Edward J. Hughes, in 
1935, appointed Helene H. Rogers superin- 
tendent of library divisions. (The title was 
changed to assistant state librarian in 1939.) 
Under Miss Rogers’ direction a combined 
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system of book purchasing, cataloging, and 
of book charging and reference was 
instituted. 

In 1935, $600,000 was appropriated by 
the General Assembly for the purchase of 
books and magazines to aid tax-supported 
public libraries in the State. The bill was 
approved by the Illinois Library Associa- 
tion. Helene H. Rogers was named secre- 
tary of this fund. The money was dis- 
tributed to public libraries in the State on 
the basis of population, thus enabling many 
libraries to maintain services during the 
depression years. 

In 1939 the State Library law was re- 
vised to further coordinate the work of the 
various depart- 
ments. The Sec- 
retary of State 
continued as State 
Librarian, assisted 
by an “assistant 
state librarian.” 


REGIONAL SYSTEM 


In this law the 
legislature laid the 
legal foundation 
for a regional li- 
brary system in 
Illinois by estab- 
lishing six library districts. This law fur- 
ther provided for the appointment of one 
librarian from each district, with two from 
district two which includes the city of Chi- 
cago, to serve as members of a State Li- 
brary Advisory Committee. These men 
and women who are library leaders in their 
respective sections, plan a long-time pro- 
gram for the State Library and assist the 
Secretary of State as State Librarian, in 
defining the policies of the Illinois State 
Library. 

In 1935 two Federal agencies were set 
up under the sponsorship of the State Li- 
brary to offer work relief programs in the 
field of library activities—the National 
Youth Administration to assist in providing 
reading rooms, book repair units and book- 
mobile service in rural areas, the Works 
Progress Administration (later Work 
Projects Administration) to establish li- 
brary centers in small communities and

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give assistance in school and public libra- 
ries. For many of the WPA library cen- 
ters, the Illinois State Library furnished 
books and the WPA furnished the person-

nel and equipment. Both the NYA and 
WPA activities were suspended with the 
coming of World War II. 
When civil service was first introduced 
into state offices in 1911, part of the library 
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staff was included. In 1938, however, civil 
service was extended to include the entire 
professional staff. 

In 1939 the General Assembly provided 
for an Adult Education Department. Jessie 
P. Jenks was appointed head of this de- 
partment. The 1939 appropriations also 
provided for a field visitor for school libra- 
ries. A field visitor for public libraries had 
been on the staff of the State Library since 
1919. In 1942 a field visitor was added to 
the Archives staff in order to promote the 
department’s work with county officers. 

The Illinois State Library has frequently 
been represented on the roster of Officers 
for the National Association of State Li- 
braries: 1901-02 Maude Thayer served as 
secretary-treasurer; 1919-21 Mrs. Eva May 
Fowler served as secretary-treasurer; 1931 
Harriet M. Skogh served as president; 
1934-38 Margaret C. Norton served as sec- 
retary-treasurer; 1939 Helene H. Rogers 
served as secretary-treasurer and 1940-41 
as president.

THE War EFFORT 


The activities of the Illinois State Li- 
brary during the biennium October 1, 1940 
through September 30, 1942, evidenced the 
adaptability of library service to the de- 
mands from patrons who were plunged 
from peace-time activities into a world of 
war. For a year or more prior to the en- 
trance of the United States into the war, 
the State Library had begun to build up 
its collection of technical and industrial 
books, so that it has been able to supple- 
ment libraries throughout the state in pro- 
viding reading equipment for war workers. 


The State Library has encouraged the 
establishment of War Information Centers 
by local libraries throughout the State. 
One full-time person is responsible for the 
compiling of information and the collection 
of library materials concerning the war. 
This information is made available to libra- 
rians through a news letter issued at irregu- 
lar intervals. A War Information Center 
has been set up by the State Library on 
the third floor of the Centennial Building 
to serve state workers and to centralize 
war information reference service. A List 
of Subject Headings approved for use of 
libraries in setting up war information files 
has been prepared by the chief of the Ex- 
tension Service. A list of state and county 
records suggested as priorities in case of 
air raid or other conflagration has been 
prepared by the state archivist and issued 
to libraries and local government officials. 
Photographic copies of air raid material, 
including pictures of bombers of all na- 
tions, were prepared by the State Library 
and are now being used throughout the 
State by Civilian Defense workers. The 
State Library is distributing four series of 
war posters (three posters in each series) 
sponsored by the Wartime Committee on 
Problems of Schools, Colleges and Libra- 
ries, furnished by the American Association 
of University Women and prepared by the 


art department of the Northern Illinois. 
State Teachers College. 

Close cooperation has been effected be- 
tween the State Library and the librarian 
of the Sixth Service Command, U.S. Army. 
The assistant state librarian accompanied 
the service command librarian on a tour of 
Illinois camps in July, 1941, thus acquiring 
an understanding of the library needs of the 
camps which enabled the State Library to 
establish a policy of loans to camp libraries 
in the State. 

Under the joint sponsorship of the IIli- 
nois State Library and the Illinois Library 
Association, the Victory Book Campaign 
was conducted in Illinois. Ralph E. McCoy 
of the State Library staff served as state 
director. The State Library and the Chi- 
cago Public Library were designated by 
the National headquarters as the two de- 
positories for Victory books in the State. 
More than 2,000,000 books were collected 
in Illinois through the local public libraries 
and cooperating agencies, as a result of this 
campaign. Regional depositories for books 
were established in the libraries at Belle- 
ville, Bloomington, Cairo, DeKalb, Dixon, 
East St. Louis, Freeport, Kankakee, Ke- 
wanee, Marion, Mattoon, Moline, Mt. 
Vernon, Peoria, Quincy, Rockford, Savanna,, 
Springfield, Urbana, and Waukegan. Hous- 
ing facilities and staff were provided at the 
State Library for the sorting and dispatch- 
ing of books to the men in service. Ten 
army camps, 21 USO houses, 7 naval sta- 
tions and one secret service camp in the 
State received a total of approximately 
200,000 books. Books unsuitable for the 
camps; i. e., books for women and children, 
were furnished to 5 defense areas in IIli- 
nois and 28 small libraries in or near 
crowded industrial areas, to two county 
libraries (Putnam and Morgan), to a 
Japanese internment camp in Arizona, to a 
civilian public service camp in Indiana, and 
to numerous hospitals. Illinois books col- 
lected in the Victory Book Campaign were 
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also sent to camps in almost every state in 
the nation, with as many as 10,000 books 
being sent to camps in Texas alone. In ad- 
dition to these shipments, tens of thousands 
of books have gone from the Chicago Pub- 
lic Library and the Illinois State Library 
to Canada and to ports of embarkation for 
shipment with troops. 

The State Library has inaugurated a 
policy of accepting the surplus book stock 
from public libraries—books still in good 
condition and of some worth which cannot 
be retained by the donor library because of 
lack of shelf space, or because they are un- 
needed duplicates. This surplus material is 
being used in supplying new and struggling 
libraries with works which serve as basic 
collections. Approximately 15,000 books 
have already been received and distributed. 

The State Library has given special ref- 
erence service to the Kankakee Ordnance 
Plant, the Green River Ordnance Plant at 
Dixon and the Seneca defense area and has 
given assistance in the establishment of 
libraries at the last two mentioned. 

Secretary of State Edward J. Hughes is 
a member of the Committee on the Con- 
servation of Cultural Resources, sponsored 
by the Library of Congress. It is made up 
of heads of libraries, museums, and art in- 
stitutes who make plans for the care of 
cultural resources in the face of war haz- 
zards. The assistant state librarian is a 
member of the Committee on Civilian 
Morale for Schools, Colleges and Libraries. 
This group, sponsored by the U. S. Office 
of Education, is concerned with the means 
by which these institutions of learning can 
further the war effort. 


LATIN AMERICAN NEIGHBORS 


One of the special activities of the State 
Library, during the past two years, has 
been the promotion of interest in Latin 
American Countries in response to the 
appeal of President Roosevelt. During the 
winter of 1941-42 the State Library co- 
operated with radio station WLS, Chicago 
in their School Time Program, “Our Amer- 
ican Neighbors,” by selecting the books 
suitable for dramatization. The State Li- 
brary was also asked to compile a bibliog- 
raphy on each of the 14 countries studied. 
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These bibliographies were sent to all 
schools in the State and through the libra- 
ries of the State the books were made 
available. 

The State Library is at the present time 
cooperating with the Library of Interna- 
tional Relations, the American Library As- 
sociation and the Graduate Library School 
of the University of Chicago in sponsoring 
the Latin American reading project in IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin. 
The State Library offers its facilities in 
providing books on South America to sup- 
plement books now in local libraries in the 
state. The State Library is now in charge 
of routing the U. S. Office of Education 
Latin American exhibits to school and pub- 
lic libraries in Illinois. 


Book SERVICE 


The lending of reading material through 
the mail has become one of the most im- 
portant phases of the State Library activi- 
ties. From October, 1940 to September, 
1942, schools, communities and other groups 
borrowed 510,475 books for a loan period 
of three months or more. The reference 
department of the State Library in this 
same period filled 54,423 special requests 
for books for libraries in the State and 
from individuals in areas where no libraries 
exist. 

The adult education department has de- 
veloped a program of reading for individ- 
uals over the State in cooperation with the 
Home Bureau and local public libraries. A 
certificate of accomplishment is granted to 
persons completing a required course of 
reading. From 1940-42 there were 2,807 
persons enrolled. 

The picture collection, one of the out- 
standing features of the State Library, was 
begun by the Library Extension Commis- 
sion in 1922 with a few prints and photo- 
graphs. Today the collection numbers 
more than 26,000 and from October, 1940 
to September, 1942, the circulation was 
73,663 pictures. 

As the first step in a program of 
regional service, a demonstration book- 
mobile service was established by the IIli- 
nois State Library in 1940 and the first 
year served the 120 rural schools and com- 
munities in Coles County. For several 
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years the State Library has also cooperated 
with county superintendents of schools by 
furnishing book stock for county-operated 
book trucks. 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING 


Regional library institutes were con- 
ducted by the Extension Service of the 
State Library, with the cooperation of libra- 
rians in each region. Eleven meetings were 
held in the spring of 1941 at Barry, Cam- 
bridge, Dixon, Geneva, Hoopeston, Mat- 
toon, Maywood, Monmouth, Mt. Vernon, 
West Frankfort and Wood River. In 
1942 a new plan was adopted, holding the 
institutes at five of the State Parks and 
one at Turkey Run State Park, Indiana— 
a joint meeting with Indiana librarians. 

The State Library also participated in 
the Washington University Institute held in 
June, 1941, an institute especially devoted 
to school library problems. 

The Institute for Public Librarians held 
at the University of Illinois in August, 
1942 was arranged with the cooperation of 
the Illinois State Library. The assistant 
state librarian and the chief of Extension 
Service were members of the Institute 
faculty. 

In 1941 students from the University of 
Illinois Library School visited the State 
Library on their annual field trip. Two 
students from Rosary College Library 
School served a brief internship on the 
State Library staff. 


ARCHIVES 


The Historical Records Survey, a project 
of the WPA under the sponsorship of the 
State Library was discontinued January 3, 
1941. The files, including numerous un- 
finished manuscripts of historical material, 
were deposited in the State Library 
archives department for future use. Mar- 
garet C. Norton, state archivist, conducted 
a course on archival practice at Columbia 
University in the summer of 1940. Miss 
Norton also served as chairman of the 
Archives Committee of the American Li- 
brary Association. In August, 1942 a field 
visiter for archives was added to the staff of 
the State Library to assist county officials in 
the care and preservation of records. A 
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series of articles on County Records, writ- 
ten by the archivist, has appeared in issues 
of ILLINoIs LiBRARIES during 1941-42. See 
also section on The War Effort. 


EXTENSION SERVICE 


The advisory work with public and 
school libraries has increased considerably 
during the past biennium both through 
visits and correspondence. At present, 
transportation difficulties necessitate cur- 
tailment in field trips. 

Special advice and assistance has been 
given to libraries in making plans for in- 
creased tax support according to the per- 
missive legislation passed in 1941. Eight 
communities in the State (Eureka, Fair- 
bury, Lawrenceville, Momence, Paxton, 
Pontiac, Riverside and Tuscola) have been 
successful during the past eighteen months 
in increasing their tax rate through an elec- 
tion. Two new libraries were established 
and received the maximum rate of two 
mills—Grays Lake and Seneca. Seventeen 
public libraries (out of a possible 59) have 
secured an extension of the original library 
tax rate voted. 

Assistance was given to a number of li- 
braries interested in making building 
changes and repairs. The State Library 
staff worked with the librarian and the 
Board of Trustees of the Sandwich Public 
Library in making plans for a new building 
to replace the one destroyed by fire. 

The placement service for librarians has 
been unusually active during the biennium, 
largely as a result of the many library em- 
ployees going into war work or other work 
that commanded better salaries. 

The Extension Service staff worked with 
the Victory Book Campaign in sorting of 
books and in the distribution of thousands 
of women’s and children’s books con- 
tributed. Much of the work of the Exten- 
sion Service was concerned with the prob- 
lems created by the war effort and is dis- 
cussed under that heading. 


LIBRARY LEGISLATION 


Five important bills affecting libraries in 
the State were passed by the General As- 
sembly in 1941. They are: The Chicago 
Peg Levy Bill (S. B. 505, introduced by 
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Sen. John Lee) which provides for an in- 
crease of $225,000 in the pegged library 
levy for Chicago. This bill also incorpo- 
rated H. B. 128 (introduced by Rep. Wil- 
liam Querfeld) permitting cities to increase 
their library tax rate by referendum from 
1.2 to a maximum of 2 mills. H. B. 523, 
also introduced by Rep. Querfeld, permits 
a similar tax increase, by referendum, in 
towns, villages and townships. 


H. B. 383 amended section 25 of the 
Counties Act so that taxes levied for county 
library purposes are excepted from the 
general county tax levy, thus making pos- 
sible increased income. An Act to amend 
the Fair Trade Act, exempting libraries 
from the intent of the law (H. B. 230, 
introduced by the late Rep. James A. 
Nowlan) was passed by the General As- 
sembly. This was a part of a nation-wide 
effort to protect libraries serving the public 
from restrictions on book discounts in- 
tended for commercial firms. Another bill 
(H. B. 797, introduced by Rep. Dennis J. 
Collins) sponsored by the Illinois Library 
Association and providing for $400,000 
state-aid to public libraries, was not voted 
out of Committee. 

A “Survey of the Library Situation in 
Illinois” was prepared and_ published 
(mimeographed form) by the State Legis- 
lative Council at the request of Rep. Allen 
Ashcraft. The extensive report, both 
statistical and narrative, may well serve as 
a basis for future library legislation. 


PuBLICATIONS 


Increased interest in the monthly publi- 
cation, ILLINOIS LIBRARIES, is evidenced in 
the rapid rise in the number of persons re- 
questing to be placed on the mailing list. 
In 1941-42, 728 individual requests for 
copies were received. Among the special 
features appearing in ILLINOIS LIBRARIES 
during the biennium are: the articles on 
library publicity and Friends of the Library 
in June, 1941; the Local Indexes in Illinois 
Libraries, compiled by the Junior Members 
of the Illinois Library Association, October, 
1941; Maps in the Library, December, 
1941; the series of articles on County 
Records prepared by the archivist; the two 
selective book lists prepared by Mary K. 
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Reeley, March and April, 1942; bibliog- 
raphy “America at War” in June, 1942; 
and a comprehensive list of “Reproductions 
of Religious Art.” The Statistics of the 
Libraries of Illinois appeared in the Sep- 
tember issue, with the addition of informa- 
tion on Special Libraries, College and Uni- 
versity Libraries, and a section on the war 
effort. The Proceedings of the 1941 con- 
ference of the Illinois Library Association 
appeared in the January, 1942 issue. The 
October, 1942 issue contained the papers of 
the Institute for Public Librarians, held at 
Urbana, August, 1942. 


A revision of the Library laws of Illinois 
was issued in 1941. This included laws 
passed by the 62nd General Assembly. 


The Library Manual for Elementary 
Schools was issued by the Illinois State 
Library and the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and distributed to schools and 
public libraries. The Manual was prepared 
by the field visitor for school libraries with 
the advice and assistance of the Library 
Service for Schools Committee. 


The war information news-letter, begun 
as the Defense News-Letter, is mentioned 
in the section, The War Effort. 


The Illinois Blue Book for 1941-42 con- 
tained a 20-page section on the State Li- 
brary, including a bibliography. The State 
Library was also mentioned in the section 
on the War. 


EXHIBITS AND PUBLICITY 


The State Library furnished exhibits for 
educational conferences at three state 
teachers colleges in both 1941 and 1942. 
In March, 1941 the State Library was in 
charge of the combined library exhibits at 
the Midwest Conference on Rural Educa- 
tion. At the Illinois Library Association 
conference held in Springfield in October, 
1941, the State Library prepared an exhibit 
of display material collected from public 
libraries throughout the State. This proved 
so popular that the idea was repeated at 
the Institute for Public Libraries held at 
the University of Illinois in August, 1942. 
A collection of books was displayed at the 
Post-war Planning Conference held during 
the same week at the University. 
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Special assistance was given to numerous 
libraries in planning exhibits and other 
publicity. (See Latin American Neighbors 
for traveling exhibits now available.) More 
than one hundred art collections were 
loaned to libraries or to art institutes for 
special exhibits during the biennium. 

The Building lobby cases 
were used to interest state workers and 
vistors to the State buildings in the ma- 
terial found in the State Library. The fol- 
lowing are a few of the exhibits: “From 
Mother Goose to Mickey Mouse” (Chil- 
dren’s Book Week), “Winning the Peace,” 
and “Nutrition and the War” (including 
wax models of food used by various armies 
of the world). The exhibits in the refer- 
ence room included: “The Bill of Rights,” 
“The Four Freedoms,” “Latin American 
Neighbors,” and “The Object of the War 
Is Peace.” 


Centennial 


In the archives museum room the follow- 
ing were among the exhibits of State 
records shown during the biennium: “100 
Years Ago in the General Assembly,” “A 
Tour Through the “Tllinois 
Firsts” (records showing the first State 
fair, the first land grant, the first road bill, 
etc.), and “Illinois Under Three Flags.”

state-wide publicity releases 
and eighty localized stories with regard to 
library service were issued during the 
biennium. Since the beginning of the war, 
seven of the state-wide releases have dealt 
with the activities of Illinois libraries and 
the war effort. The State Library and its 
work has appeared in a number of national 
as well as state publications during the 
biennium. 


PERSON NEL 


Resignations because of marriage, con- 
tinuation of studies, grants of leaves of 
absence, and the acceptance of new posi- 
tions caused changes in our regular staff. 
The curtailment and discontinuance of some 
of WPA, NYA and Historical 
Records Survey projects meant that assign-

ments of work to regular staff members 
had to be adjusted. 
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Staff members have been encouraged 
until recently, because of curtailment in 
transportation facilities, to keep up with 
the current library trends through the at- 
tendance and participation in professional 
meetings. The State Library was repre- 
sented at meetings of the following organi- 
zations: American Library Association 
(annual and mid-winter meetings; several 
members of staff served on committees, and 
the Assistant State Librarian served on the 
Council); the American Historical Asso- 
ciation; Illinois Library Association (sev- 
eral members of staff served on commit- 
tees); Society of American Archivists (the 
Archivist is member of the Council); Na- 
tional Association of State Libraries (the 
Assistant State Librarian again served as 
President in 1940-41); Council of National 
Library Association; Illinois Education 
Association; Illinois Adult Education Asso- 
ciation (the Assistant State Librarian 
served as Vice-President in 1940-41 and 
President in 1941-42); Community Rela- 
tions Seminar; and numerous other library 
and educational conferences. 

The State Library was also represented 
at the Rural Life Conference and at the 
dedication of the Henry Pfeiffer Library at 
MacMurray College, Jacksonville. 

Staff members participated in meetings 
of P. T. A. groups, women’s clubs, civic 
clubs, church organizations, Friends of 
Libraries, and rural groups in all sections 
of the State. 

Two members of the staff enlisted in the 
armed forces of our country shortly after 
the declaration of war, and one member of 
the staff was drafted.

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SUMMARY OF PURPOSES 


As a culmination of 100 years of experi- 
ence and service, the State Library has 
evolved six objectives through which it is 
serving the citizens of the State of Illinois. 
These purposes, as expressed in the State 
Library Law of 1939, are that it should: 

Maintain a library for State officials and 
employees of the State, especially of in- 
formational material pertaining to the 
phases of their work and to provide for 
them material for general reading and 
study. 

Maintain a Division for acquiring and 
preserving of the archival material of the 
State, and, offer facilities for the proper 
use of the said material. 

Be a supplementary source for reading 
materials unavailable in the local libraries. 

Assist local libraries in their plans of co- 
operation for better work and services in 
their communities and to loan them books 
and other materials in furtherance of this 
object. 

Be ready to help local groups in de- 
veloping a program by which library serv- 
ice can be arranged for in rural communi- 
ties and rural schools now without such 
service. 

Be a clearing house, in an advisory 
capacity, for questions and problems per- 
taining to the administration and function- 
ing of public and school libraries in 
Illinois.
